In supersession of the instructions contained 
in paragraph 5 ( as renumbered ) of Chapter 1 
A , High Court Rules and Orders, Volume III, 
the Honourable the Chief Justice and Judges 
of the East Punjab High Court, with the pre 
vious approval of the Governmont of India in 
respect of Delhi Province , are pleased to ipue 
the following instructions which are published 
for general information : 

“ Witnesses should not be produced on the 
date of the presentation of the Chalan but 
should be bound over hy the police under soc 
tion 170 of the Code of Criminal Procedure to 
appear three or four days later . In order to 
ensure that the Magistrate will be able to hear 
the case on the date for which the witnesses 
have been hound over hy the police, such date , 
wherever possible , should he fixed after consult 
ation with the Court. Where, however , the 
difficulty of communications renders such con 
gultation impossible in each individual case , the 
Court should allot fixed lays in the work for 
the examination of witnesses , from A particu . 
lar Police S ution . Tf a case ( annot be heard 
on the date fixed , the shortest possible adjourn . 
ment should he granted . A convenient method 
of ensuring it would be four Conrts to leave 
one or two dars earh week blank in order to 
catch up with arrears, 

These instructions do not, however , apply to 
Cases the trail of which should be completed 
forthwith and would not be delaye even for 
three or four day , as , for instance , the case 
of a pick pocket caught red -handed in a fair " .
